Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

Claims 1, 16, 17, 32 and 33 are allowed. The prior art discloses a data 
communications network comprising of a plurality of existing nodes forming one or more 
synchronization domains and each node has stored common representation information 
within the synchronization domain. 

The prior art however fails to disclose or suggest an new entering node 
exchanging domain representation information with a first neighboring existing node, 
and identifyies as a first synchronization domain common with the first neighboring 
existing node all neighboring existing nodes from which the entering node domain 
representation information is flooded back to the entering node.
